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Duty of Everyone is to Support tt 
SRI C. P. RAMASWAMI AIYAR'S ADDRESS. 


Sri C, P. Ramaswami Aiyar declared that scouting was the 
most formative, adaptive and serviceable movement and it was the 
duty of everyone to support it, while giving a talk on “ Scouting 
and Guiding ", under the auspices of the Salem District Branch of 
the Bharat Scouts and Guides, on 29-12-52. E 


Sri C. P. Ramaswami Aiyar recalled how after the Boer War 
in South Africa, Mr. Baden-Pawel and another took into their head 
a lession from the Zoolus, who lived in the open air and believed 
in self-help and mutual help. The word Jamboree and several 
other words in the Scout movement were of Zoolu origin. At 
that time he (the speaker) and Dr. Besant were associated with 
each other in political work. It was Dr. Besant’s idea to start a 
scout movement in India. 


^^ He said the Indian Students between the ages of 12 and 20 
were not only equal but superior to their counterparts in any 
country in the world. But, after the age of 20 and by the time 
they reached 30, the Indian boys and girls faced economic pro- 
blems: and so they looked sad and downcast, while the youths of 
the same age in the West, hada certain amount of sport and 
carried on scientific research- It was this plight of the Indian 
Students that moved Dr. Besant to start a movement to change 
their mental outlook and introduce a spirit of adventure and 
joyousness. There was too much of prematured domesticity and 
economic strangulation among the Indian boys and girls. So she 
taught them to live in the open air depending uponself-help. She 
started the scouting movement and gave it an Indian colour. She 
was perfectly correctin her diagnosis, The girl guides’ movement 
was also started by her later. | 


Sri C. P, Ramaswami Aiyar said that when Lord Baden-Powel 
visited India, he was anxious to introduce'the British imperial 
-model. So it was impossible to reconcile the two movements, one 
started by Dr. Besant and the other by Lord Baden-Powel. He 
(the speaker) was entrusted to combine the two movements, When 
he succeeded in his efforts, he was made its first State Commis- 
sioner. From that time onwards the movement had rapidly pro- 
gressed and now it had becom® an ail-India movement. He 
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appealed to the people.to forget its foreign origin, as it amounted to 
exhibiting one’s inferiority complex: - 


Sri C. P.--Ramaswami’‘Aiyar : pointed out. how the scouting 
movement had carried out the hermit or Gurukula ideal of their 
ancients by recalling the important maxims of scouting, namely, 
to be ever ready for adventure or disaster and to help neighbours. 


Dr. K. N. Katju, Home Minister, Government of India, when 
requested to address a few words by the chiarman of meeting, 
characterised Sri C. P. Ramaswami Atyar’s speech as “fascinating” 
and stated that it was the first time that he learnt how scouting 
came to India. He never thought that the ancestral origin of the 
movement was South Africa. While he was the Governor of 
West Bengal and Orissa, he acted as the Ex-Officio Scout Com- 
missipner. He paid a tribute to the pioneering work of Dr. Besant 
in India and recalled how he was thrilled when he first heard her 
speech in 1901. 


The movement, he said, had taken a deep root in India, since 
every where jn the country they found scouts and guides. That 
kind of regulative equipment and complete equality, which they 
got from the movement, were something remarkable. Something 
must be done on a large scale to foster the movement. He pointed 
out how by a system of pilgrimages, their ancients were able to 
learn much by touring all over India in bullock carts; and 
similarly scouters could organise similar tours on walk during 
summer holidays and foster unity in the country. 


Mr, K. Varadarajan, Secretary, Salem District Scout Associa- 
tion, welcomed the distinguished guests. Messrs S. V. Rama- 
swami, m.p., and S. V. Lakshmanan, District Commissioner 
(Scouts) also spoke. 


Mr, P. Sherfuddin, District Judge, who presided, stated that 
salem had 5,000 scouts and guides, which was the largest 
number in the State, 


Mrs, K. N. Vasanta Chatterje, District Commissioner (Guides) 
proposed a vote of thank.

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Girl Scouts of America. 


On March 9, 1912 Juliette Low telephoned a friend in Savannah, 
in the southern State oi Georgia, to ask her to help pian something 
new for American Girls. 


" According to Scout legend, this telephone call was the beginning 
of U.S, Girl Scouting" Mis. Low: Georgia-born, became acquainted 
with the Girl Guides in Britain, aud brought the idea to .the 
United States after organising a troop in Scotland. In 1913, the 
U.S. branch changed its name to the Girl Scouts, 


To-day. there ara 1,337,000 girls between the ages of 7 snd 17 

who belong to the Girl Scouts of U.S. A. who are sisters to the 

1,700,000 in similar or gauisations throughout the work. E 
Girl Scout Week—tiis vear from October - 28 to November 
—the organisation’s members will renew their pledge to “help bite: 
people at all times” in all parts of the world, 

As the largest girls’ service group in Awerica, the Girl Scouts 
‘start with youngsters looking for fun. They gratuate youngsters 
ready for full and active citizenship, Together thev savour the 
pleasures of evening by the fireside, learn to recognize the songs of 
the thrush and the tree toad. and master the principles of first aid. 
Into their year-round schedule they cram scorces of jovful hours 
devoted to the 11 basic classifications of scout endeavour—agricul- 
ture, arts and community life, healrh and safety, homemaking, 
‘international friendship, literature aud dramatics, music and dancing, 
nature. out-of-doors, and sports and games. 


In addition, every Scout troop (oomposed of about 20 member s) 
devotes much of its time to service. In anv mouth, for instance, 
the girls may be involved in tvpical “ good ideas” as making scrap- 
books for local hospital patients, sitting with children so parents can 
attend Blood Banks, gathering shoes and clothing tor under privileged 
children, and supplying magazines, books, records and plaving cards 


to hospitalised ser vicemen. ; 


BeconuiiE that iutemmstiahal good will begins at home, local 
Girl Scout organisations throughout the Uuited States encourage 
girls to make friends with those of their, neighbours who may have 
different back grounds. In Community-wide Girl Scout projects, 
girls have an opportunity to work apd play with ' ‘sister’? Scouts of 
Various races, PEERS and national heritages. In meetings of the 
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smaller, more homógenous neighbourhood groups, Girl Scouts study 
the cultures óf „other lands. Thousands of individual Girl Scouts 
correspond regularly with pen friends abroad. 


On a broader scale, the national organisation of the Girl Scouts 
of the U.S.A. arrange direct personal. contacts between girls: and 
audit leaders from. many different countries. The Juliette Low 
World Friendship Fund is made up of pennies atid nickels contribut- 
ed by Girl Scouts. A iarge proportion of this fund is used to finance 
an internatioral exchange of Girl Gnides and Girl Scout prrsonnel. 


Every summer since the end of World War II, increasing num 
bers of Girl Scout representatives have been sent to camps and: con» 
ferences in other parts of the world. There have been biennial 
international encampments in the United States, at which Girl 
Scouts from all parts of America meet with Girl Guides of other 
nations. The annual Juliette Low Sessions at Adeldoden, Switzete 
land, bring together girl scouts from all parts of the globe. 


Last year, the Girl Scouts of the U,S. A. sent1l camp counsellors 
to work in Girl Guide camp abroad, and took in their places, 12 
counsellos from other countries. Several Girl Scout adults visited 
European Girl Guide organisations to exchange ideas on tbe traim- 
ing of adult leadets. 


More than 400,000 adult volunteers in the Unites States are giving 
their time and efforts to the Girl Scout ideals of establishing friend 
ships among Girls of different cultures, nations, languages and racial 
backgrounds. 


They believe that love is a stronger force than hate—that as 
more and more young people around the world learn to know and 
like one another they will develop a strong net of friendship against 
which the forces of prejudice aud evii will eventually beat in vain.
